SELF-REGULATION 
BY BROADCASTERS 
URGED BY HOOVER 


Failure of Congress To 
Pass Legislation Per- 
mits Use of Any Wave 
Length Desired. 


Washington, July 9.—Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover appealed today to 


all radio broadcasters for “voluntary 
self-regulation within the industry it- 
self,” as a result of the opinion o 
the department of justice that he has 
no powers of reguluation following 
the decisiun in the Zenith Radio cor- 
poration case, which the department 
sustains. 

Failure of congress to pass radio 
regulatory legislation left Hoover 
pewerless, according to the justice 
department’s opinion which he made 
public today, and an appeal to the 
industry was all that remained. 
Broadcasters- now may use any wave- 
length they desire. 5 

Hoover made a strong. plea that 
American stations refrain from using 


wave lengths on which Canadian sta- 
tions operate, which is now possible, 


in order to avoid international con- 


fusion. It was the use of a Cana- 

dian wave length by the Zenith Radio 

corporation that prompted the suit 

brought by the department whieh re- 

sulted in a decision that Hoover had 

no authority to assign wave lengths. 
Authority Lacking. 

The general effect of the justice 
department’s opinion, Hoover said, 
“Is that regulation has broken down 
and stations are under no 3 
restrietion as to wave length and 
ers used.” The 1912 act, he exp — 
ed, “has failed to confer authority 
for. the prevention of interference, 
which was its obvious intent.” 

Just what a dilemma’ Hoover -aces 
during the summer is shown by the 
justice department s opinion. Under it 
he must issue radio licenses to every 
applicant and the station can operate 
on whatever wave-length it desires. 
There are 530 broadcasting stations 
now operating under licenses of the 
department of commerce, using all the 
available wave-lengths. 

Pending at the present time are 650 


applications for licenses. Under the 
opinion, the department ‘Must issué 
licenses to thése 650 stations, but can- 
not assign waye-lengths. It will 
specify on the licenses, however, the 
wave-length selected as the normal 
wave-length for the station, depend- 
ing upon the station to cooperate. 

“tinder the attorney general’s opin- 
ion no authority exists in the depart- 
ment or elsewhere to compel adherence 
to this pris ear bom and the depart- 
ment must issue licenses to each appli- 
cant,” the statement said. 

The controversy .over Canadian 
wave-lengths hinges on six which have 
been reserved to Canada and which 
many new stations want. Of 95 
available, the United States has taken 
89, leaving six to Canada, with the 
understan ing that stations in this 
country would not use them. 

“There always have been the most 
cordial relations between the radio 
administrations in Canada and the 
United States, Hoover said. 

“The department has refrained from 
assigning to American stations the 
wave-lengths in use in Canada and the 
Canadian authorities have reciprocated 
by avoiding the wave-lengths assign- 
ed to our stations. A continuance of 
policy is a necessity if interna- 


tional confusion is to be avoided.’

Washington, July 9.—(/)—Devel- 
opment of cooperative marketing 
among farmers, in the same manner as 
problems of agricultural production 
have been handled, will be begun im- 
mediately by the department of agri- 
culture under the ccoperative market- 
ing law signed by President Coolidge 
just before congress adjourned. 

Announcement was made today of 
the formation of a division: of coop- 
erative marketing in the bureau of ag- 
ricultural economics and the appoint- 
ment of Chris L. Christensen as its 
head. 

Secretary Jardine, before leaving on 
a western trip, approved ‘plans for 
the new division and its work, Prob- 
lems heretofore handled by ~tte*divi- 


sion of agricultural cooperation, under 
charge of Mr. Christensen for the last 
two years, as well nas its personnel, 
have been turned over to the new di- 
vision. 
Service Work Enlarged. 
The research, educational and ser- 


vice work relating to cooperative 
marketing will be considerably eu- 
larged, collecting, studying and dis- 
semination of information regarding 
the cooperative movement at home 
and abroad will be undertaken. Busi- 
ness technique and marketing meth- 
ods developed by farmers’ cooperative 
enterprises will be analyzed and studi- 
he experience and knowledge ac- 
quired by successful cooperative mar- 
keting associations also will be studi- 
ed and set forth as guide-posts in the 
gph Mesa 
mmodity marketing specialist , 
familiar with the needs of 9 
organizations and with the research 
and service of the department, will 
be employed. Forming a contract be- 
tween tae 12, cooperatives and the 
department, they will assist in the dis- 
semination of crop and market in- 
formation, data regarding price trends, 
and conditions of supply and demand, 
with such analyses and explanations 
as are necessary to make this infor- 
mation of practical value to the co- 
operatives and their i.ombers. 
Another phase of the division’s ac- 
tivities will be cooperative with edu- 
cational agencies, It is planned to 
assist agricultural colleges and co- 
creme tive associntions 
a comprehensive education program

SCORES VICTORIES

Paris, July 10.— (Saturday.)—The 
Briand government and the financial 
policy of Minister of Finance Joseph 
Caillaux, in which he demands ex- 
traordinary powers, have achieved 
complete victory in the chamber of 
deputies. 

Two votes of confidence, passed 
just before 4 o’eloek this morning, 
first approved the government by 
324 to 203 and then expressed ap- 
proyal of the financial policy by 
969 to 227. Success for Briand and 
Caillaux came after the premier had 
virtually forced the chamber imto an 
all-night session and then had threat- 
ened them with another goverument

“J demand that this session con- 
tinue,” ‘he declared. “We have talked 
enough. France and the world must 
know whether or not the chamber 
has confidence in us, as otherwise a 
new government must be found 
quickly.” 

All day the government held the 
strength it had gained Thursday, 
bringing the franc up to 38.15 for 
the dollar as against 39.80 Thurs- 
day, but a new attack launched by 
| Maurice Bokanowski, who was asked 
to join the Briand cabinet and re- 
fused. weakened the position of 
Briand and his colleagues as; the 
night progressed. 

Bokanowski said the government 
was not adopting the plan of finan- 
cial experts for rehabilitation of 
French finances, but was instead ask- 
ing a vote of confidence without ex- 
plaining its financial projects to the 
chamber. 

Tardieu made his long heralded 
attack on the government but it was 
disappointing to the anti-government 
forces and was said to have increased 
the chances of a favorable vote for 
the cabinct. 

Tardieu declared that for 17 days 
the government had offered the cham- 
ber nothing but a ministerial decla- 
ration and speeches.

granted a divorce from the former 


quartermaster general of the imperial 
army. 

A terse official county court state- 
ment said that both parties were to 
rem which amounts to incompati- 
Lity. 

General Ludendorff filed the orig- 
inal suit and his wife filed a counter 
suit whereupon the general withdrew 
his petition. 

Frau Margucrite Ludendorff charged 
Germany's wa-:ime quartermaster 
with neglect and cruelty. The gen- 
eral’s activities since the war, she de- 
clared, made him “extremely irritable 
and increasingly abusive.” 

General Ludendorff was her second 
husband, whom she married just be- 


fore the war. Her first husband was 


au. officer named Pernet, by whom 
sh: had two sens. one of whom was

killed in the war. The younger son, 
who was a esecond lieutenant, 
served as an adjutant to the general 
in the “beer cellar revolution” in 
1923 in Munich. The general and Frau 
Ludendorff have no children. Frau 
Ludendorff was a member of the Bolle 
family, owners of one of the largest 
dairy companies in northern Germany.

High Grade Men 
Asked To Serve 
As Prohi Agents 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Washington, July 9.—Simultane- 
ously with announcement that im- 
mediate steps are being taken to in- 
crease the border dry patrol force to 
450 men, prohibition authorities let 
it be known today that a campaign 
now is being waged to force dis- 
courteous and low grade dry agents 
off the federal payroll. ; 

“Every effort is being made,” 
Acting Federal Dry Chief Frank Dow 
said today, “to build up the morale 
and character of the prohibition unit. 
Unfit agents are being discharged 
constantly and more will be elimi- 
nated in the future. General Andrews, 
federal dry chief, wants to win popu- 
lar support for this law and he be- 
lieves elevating the standard of the 
force will bring this about.” 

Before leaving for London, General 

Andrews made a plea for clean-cut, 
decent, efficient, courteous conduct on 
the part of dry officers. He pointed 
out that college graduates in many 
cases were earning less than the pro- 
hibition department could pay good 
well trained men. 
The increase of the border patrol 
is being done under authority of the 
second deficiency bill which added 
more than $2,600,000 to dry law en- 
forcement. Only a few members of 
the new force have been selected now 
but a total of~235 will be enrolled, 
probably within six weeks. 

Of this number, 30 will be assigned 
tq Detroit to aid the regular mounted 
border patrol. The others have been 
assigned along the Canadian and 
Mexican borders and the Atlantic 
coast. 


MANY NEW AGENTS 
ADDED TO FORCE. 

Washington, July 9—(#)—Strength- 
ening of the border patrol was begun 
today by prohibition officials with 
the enlistment of 235 additional men 
authorized by congress for this work. 

The bulk of the new force will go 

aiong the Florida coast where 25 men 
will be added and along the Cana- 
dian boundary near Detroit and in 
the far northwest where squads of 
37 and 30 men, respectively, will be 
placed. 

The addition of these forces, coupled 
with the recent order of the Canadian 
government placing mounted police 
along the line, is expected by prohi- 
bition authorities to plug effectively 
the leak of liquor smuggling from 
Canada. 

The border patrol force of customs 
and prohibition agents will be aug- 
mented to a total strength of 540 
men, most of whom will be equipped 
with automobiles.

Several persons who became well 
known to newspaper readers through- 
out the country from their associa- 
tion with the Scopes evolution trial 
at Dayton last summer, are seeking 
politicals honors in Tennessee this 
year. . 

Dr, John R. Neal, of Knorville, 
who was senior counsel for Professor 
John T. Scopes, is a andidate for the 
democratic nomination for governor. 


He advocates repeal of the Tennessee 
evolution law under which Scopes was 
prosecuted. He also favors modifica- 
tion of the Volstead act and Sunday 
movies. 

Governor Austin Peay, wl. signed 
the anti-evolution act. is a candi- 
«. te for renomina‘ion. He ‘is serving 
his second term. 

Hill McAlister, state treasurer, is 
the third candidate after the demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination. He 
declares that Governor Peay would 
break a precedent of nearly a hundred 
years if given a third term. The lat- 
ter asserts that since the constitution 
limits the governor to six consecutive 
vears, no precedent has been estab- 
lished and that of the six or seven 
governors over a period of 130 years, 
seven served three successive terms, or 
a total of six years each. 

Walter White, who as superintend- | 
ent of education at Dayton, was the 
official prosecutor of Scopes, is a 
candidate for the republican guberna- 
torial nomination. Opposed to Lim are 
Alf A. Taylor, who was elected gov- 
ernor in 1920, when the state went 
republican; T. A.- Lancaster and A. 
Grant Matthews. 

er John T., Raulston, who pre- 
sided at the Scopes trial, is running 
for reelection on the republican tick- 
et. He is opposed by Leslie R. Darr, 
democrat, who has the indorsement of 
A. T. Stewart, democratic prosecuting 
attorney of the district, who conducted 
the case for the state against Pro- 
fessor Scopes. 

The congressional contests in the 
state are attracting attention. In the 
first district, a rock-ribbed republican 
stronghold, Congressman Carroll Reese 
is «posed for renomination by Joel 
N. Pierce and O. B. Lovett. 

Congressman Finis J. Garrett. lead- 
er of the democratic minority in the 
lower house of congress, is opposed 
for the democratic nomination by W.

FLEET HEAD DUTIES 


Washington, July 9.—(/)—Briga- 
dier General A. C. Dalton, retired. to- 
day assumed his duties as president 
of the emergency fleet corporation, 
prepared, he said, to support loyally 
any program or poliey the shipping 
board might adopt. 

He recognized, the new corporation 
head said in discussing informally his 
views, that it was a subordinate or- 
ganization of the board and could not 
act independently. While he would 
follow that path, “honestly and con- 
seientiously,“ he added, he would ex- 
pect to remain in office. 

“And when 17 cannot, I will be 
ready to join the ever-growing list 
of ex-presidents of the corporation,” 
he remarked, smiling. 

The new chief said he came to his 
task with definite ideas as to the 
problem of the American merchant 
marine developed after study for a 
long time on this subject. He would 
submit his plans to the board in due 
time, he explained, and was not pre- 
pared to discuss them as yet in any 
definite way. 

General Dalton emphasized his be- 
lief, however, that in order to combat 
the handicap of cheap labor and cheap 
ship operation abroad, the American 
merchant fleet must be provided “with 
the most mechanically efficient ship 
units” and with efficiently equipped 
tidewater terminals. Both the build- 
ing program and the terminal devel- 
opments were matters in which the 
government must aid, he said, if the 
domestic transportation system of the 
United States, more efficient than 
any in the world, was to be given its 
last link, ships under the American 
flag to carry American goods to their 
place in world markets.

Commerce Body 
ToFind Bus 


Problem Chaotic 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 
Washington, July 9.—When the in- 
terstate commerce commission begins 
in a few days to investigate the motor 
bus problem throughout the country, 


as a basis for regulatory legislation, 
it will find a chaotic situation whose 
complexities ate almost as many as 
those faced in the early days of the 
railroads. 

In the first place, motor bus trans- 
st ny alg lines have grown beyond all 

unds The average person sees 
them, but probably does not get the 
bird’s eye view, which would show a 
network of 70,000 motor busses and 
2,500,000 trucks. 

In the second place, there is no regu- 
lation whatever now for interstate 
bus and truck traffic, as a result of 
decisions of the supreme court and 
the interstate commerce commission. 
Most states regulate bus traffic within 
their own borders, but the interstate 
traffic is the big problem of the fu- 
ture, as this form of transportation 
develops. 

Because of the very nature of the 
growth of motor bus lines, an over- 
night development, such regulation as 
was attempted was haphazard and 
incomplete. The situation was inten- 
sified by the three decisions of the 
no ad court holding that states have 

ghd to regulate interstate bus 
traf and by the decision” of the 
interstate commerce commission that 
it has no authority to regulate inter- 
state bus commerce, thus leaving bus 
lines to operate over state lines with- 
out any regulation whatever, as they 
now do. This is the situation that the 
interstate commerce commission will 
study during the next three months, 
when it will hold hearings in 13 
centers.

HOPE ABANDONED 
FOR GOURT CHANGE 


Washington, July 9.—(Special.)— 
Coincident with the announcement by 
Senator William E. Borah that he 
‘intends to carry his fight against the 
world court to every state in the 
union this summer, it is leatned from 
the highest authority that state depart- 


ment officiu': have abandoned all hope 
of the American reservations to the 
international tribunal being accepted 
by member nations. 

Shortly after the senate voted ad- 
herence to the world court protocol 
wie reservations, the state depart- 
ment sent out feelers to I member 
nations, seeking their reaction to the 
conditions atta. ued to American en- 
try. Almc.* withov: exception, the 
major powers represented on the court 
have informed the state department 
in diplomatic but emphatic language 
that there is little possivility of the 
American reservations being found ac- 
ceptable. 

Only two nations, both of which 
come within the minor classification, 
have approved the American reserva- 
tions—Greece and Cuba. And the lat- 
ter is said to have been governed 
largely by the paternal supervision of 
its affairs by the United States. 

No Chance Seen. 

In view of the several months that 
have passed since entry into the court 
was voted und the numerous diplo- 
matic exchanges that have taken place 
on the subject, state department offi- 
cials have admitted privately that 
there is hardly a ghost of a chance 
that member nations will change their 
viewpoint. It is considered even more 
remote that the senate will take up 
th: question again, so that department 
heads, including Secretary Kellogg, are 
considering burying the protocol in the 
archives of iruitless diplomatic effort. 

An analysis of the vurioys exchanges 
with member nations has revealed 
that the chief objection to American 
entry as voted by the senate lies in 
the two reservations restricting the 
court’s jurisdiction in questions affect- 
ing the territorial integrity of the 
United States, and, mote particularly, 
that which preyents the court. from 
rendering an advisory opinion on mat- 
ters concerning nations coming under 
the Monroe doctrine. 

Were it not for the latter reser- 
vation, it is asserted, there might be 
some possibility of the major powers 
agreeing to the conditions. Thus far 
it has been the base of objection to 
American entry. 

The reservation would apply, for 
example, in the case of a Japanese 
syndicate acquiring through lease a 
foothold on the coastal regions of one 
of our close Latin republics, or Mex- 
ico, to make it more pointed.

Spread of the hoppers and reports of 
army worms and weevils appearing at many 
places seems to have caught the public 
imagination finally and the market is 
broadening daily. The cotton plant has very 
little fruit wherever the hopper is active. 
It looks like many sections are just now 
coming to a realization that the lack ol 
fruit on their plants is due to the hopper. 
Every community that makes this discovery 
now is apparently taking an interest in 
the market. This probably accounts ‘for 
much of the buying as well as the swelling 
volume of wires telling of the activity of 
hoppers or fleas... The public is under the 
market and is likely to carry the advance 
further until showery weather ceases or 
the hopper invasion begins to recede.

New Orleans, July 9.— Private reports bor - 
dering on the sensational. as regards the

Lansing, Kan., July 9.—(#)—NSix- 
teen officers and guards and 375 
miner convicts were locked in the 


coal mines of the Kansas penitentiary 
here tonight, 730 feet below the sur- 
face, following a mutiny among the 
convicts. The miners mutinied today 
and blocked the cage. in the shaft, 
making it impossible.to send help 
down to the guards, Warden Mackey 
said: tonight.

Prison officials, however, expressed 
no great concern over the safety of 
the guards.
